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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The IDS filed 10/12/2007 has been considered. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings were received on 6/2/2006. These drawings are acceptable. 

Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it recites phrases that may 
be implied ("The invention relates to..."). Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof.

Claim Objections 

7. Claim 3 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim must refer to the other claims in the alternative only. See 
MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 3 has not been further treated on the merits. 

8. Claims 4-8, 1 3-1 6, 21-26, and 29, are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being 
in improper form because a multiple dependent claim may not depend from another 
multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-8, 13-16, 
21-26, and 29, have not been further treated on the merits. 
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9. For clarity, the phrase "comprising of should read only "comprising" in claims 1 , 

9. and 27. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 1 . Claims 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
2000-345124 A (reference made to attached machine translation). 

A. Claim 27 

This reference teaches a method for making a coated substrate in 
which the substrate is coated with a non-cross-linked adhesive layer 
[abstract], and an olefinic layer (i.e., a spacer layer) [abstract], and a final, 
outer paint layer of cross-linked paint [0013]. It is the Examiner's position 
that the "2 liquid hardening type" paints disclosed at [0012] anticipate 
cross-linked resin systems. 

B. Claim 28 

Insofar as the olefinic layer is in direct, intimate contact with the 
paint layer, this anticipates the claimed "formed integrally," absent 
evidence to the contrary. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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12. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claims 1, 2, 9, 10, 11, 17, 18, and 19, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over JP 2000-345124 A (reference made to attached machine 
translation) in view of JP 60-01 1338 A (cited by Applicant). 

A. Claims 1,9, 17 

i. JP '124 teaches a process for the manufacture of an adhesive 
sheet in which a non-cross-linked adhesive is applied to a substrate, along 
with an olefinic resin layer, preferably a polyethylene [abstract]. This 
reference does not expressly state that the polyethylene is cross-linked. It 
is the Examiner's position that cross-linking a polymer affects the flexibility 
thereof, as well as the durability (hardness, etc.) thereof. It is the 
Examiner's position that one skilled in the art would have found it obvious 
to cross-link the polyurethane in order to impart some strength to the 
polymer, the requisite balance between strength and rigidity of the 
polymer being well within the level of skill of one having ordinary skill in 
the art. 

ii. JP '124 does not expressly state that the polyolefin layer is 
provided with openings. 
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iii. As noted in the international preliminary report on patentability of 
the PCT application of which the instant application is a national stage 
entry, JP '338 teaches a laminate having a base, adhesive layer, and 
cover layer, the cover layer having pores therein to allow air flow for the 
drying adhesive layer [abstract]. 

iv. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to modify the 
process of JP '124 so as to provide the cover layer with pores in order to 
facilitate air flow as disclosed by JP '338. It is also the Examiner's position 
that such pores improve the flexibility of the finished article (cover layer 
resin can flex without breaking) as well as providing more firm anchoring 
for further deposited layers, such as the paint layer disclosed by JP '124 
[0013]. 

B. Claims 2, 10, and 18 

JP '338 teaches pore sizes of 0.01-0.1 mm (10-100 microns) 
[abstract]. 

C. Claims 11 and 19 

As noted above, JP '124 teaches that the outermost layer may be a 
cross-linked paint layer. On the most fundamental layer, any paint film with 
have openings therein, whether they be microscopic defects or merely the 
spaces between molecules. Since claims 11 and 19 can depend from 
claims placing no size limitation on the openings, JP '124 reads on these 
claims. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

14. Claims 12 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

15. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art neither teaches nor suggests the claimed invention including the 
paint-repellent layer.
